.Stlenon annoiirced today tbat an 
operation will be performed tomor- 
iow. if his strength petmits. It Is be- 
lieved the operation will be futile, 
but the physicians say his condition la 
such that there is no other recourse. 

l^eopold L It 71 year* old and hax 
been on 'he throne or Belgium since 
1865. He i* chiefly known for his 
patriarchal beard and his licentious 
tendencies'. He ia held responsible 
for the Ongo horrors. 

Cardlnil Meicier today adminis- 
tered extreme unction to Leopold. 
The king rea izen his end il nenr and, 
according to PrttMt Albert, of Flau- 
dera, the heir apparent, hi* cynlcl»ni 
has disappear, I and hia whole 
thought !» now centered on the future 
of his coantiy. His change of menial 
condition is considered significant. 

Dre. Thlrlar and Stlenon are in 
constant attendance. The klng'a Im- 
mediate trouble I* strangulated hernia 
The acute recurrence of the trouble, 
following the king's weakened condi- 
tion from rheumatism and his recent 
paralytic stroke, make the outcome of 
an opera'ion extremely doubtful. 

The on.y interest the public snows 
In Leopold's condition results from 
fear tbat his death may seriously 
affect th- market. There is not a 
personal note of grief In the people's 
solicitude, as the king never was a 
loved ruler. 

I'rlnce Albert is at the palace and 
preparations are being made for his 
.minedlate assumption of administra- 
tive duties,. The cabinet practically 
Is In continuous-

It 
is hoped that the public will take 
advantage of this splendid opportun- 
ity to study the subject of "Tubercu. 
lo*l«." which I* of such vital lntere»t.

Immediately after the lecture a 
permanent organisation of an AnM- 
Tuberculosls association for Paducah 
will be effected. 

The officers of the association will 
he from the business men and from 
the Woman's club who are already 
enlisted In the flght against tubercu- 
losis. It will be both non-polltlc»l 
and non-sectarian. No physician 
will hold an office In the association 
To a great extent the local associa- 
tion will follow the constitution and 
by-laws of the Louisville organiza- 
tion.

fully »o per cent of the British ship- 
ping receives no subsidy la any 
>hape or form. The largest tteam- 
shlp company in the world, the Ham- 
burg-American, receives no aid I 
the German government, except the 
ordinary pay for U»e carriage, of 
mails." 

In reply to Mr. Marple'n assertions 
1 would say that the British govern- 
ment wtbsldles steamship tines to the 
rutted States to Canada, to India 
to Australia and -New Zealand, to 
Sonth America, to the Wert Indies 
and Spanish Main, and In addition to 
a subsidy of |«:.e.»IO for earning 
the malls to South Africa the British 
war department gives contracts for 
carrying supplies to the Castle Une 
Of steamers which would be sufficient 
to support It. If It had no other busi- 
ness whatever. Indeed, there is no 
line of steamers sailing under the 
British flag which has not. In some 
form or another, received the as- 
sistance of the Imperial treasury. 
In Knglmid. 

The British government has paid 
subsidies since 1828, and continues 
to pay them both for commercial and 
military reasons, and the principal 
British colonies alto pay large sub- 
sidies.

After he became practical ly war 
lonl of Dakota, Nebraska. Kan.va*. 
Mnncsota. Montana. Wyoming and 
parts of Iowa, his territory was In- 
vaded by pioneers, many of whom 
were robbed and killed by the In 
dians. Red Cloud slew *atne of these 
Invaders and declared war upon the 
rest. The government rushed sol- 
diers to Insure protection to the set- 
tler*, but hundred! of theae were 
killed by Red Cloud and his »»vagc- 
R« d Cloud then attacked Major How- 
ell and a detachment of soldiers 
During thin battle Red Cloud loat 
three hundred men. This, In ISfM), 
practically ended hl« career an a war 
llor and the Sioux chief consented to 
sign "a peace paper." 

H1* stormy career of two hundred 
battles ended. Red Cloud, penniless 
and old. drifted into oblivion and 
wax supported by the government 
Several year* prior to his death lie 
was blind and deaf.
